In a short review of the history of our Uni- 
versity, many interesting facts concerning its 
existence must necessarily be omitted. In this brief 
space we will present some of the highlights con- 
cerning the physical composition of the school as 
a whole, and the Wharton School of which we 
graduates have been a part. 

The University, founded in 1740, was orig- 
inally housed in two buildings at Fourth and 
Arch. For a long time the college hall was the 
largest building in the city, and was the scene of 
many gatherings of colonial governors and the 
aristocracy of Philadelphia. 

Around 1800 this location became too re- 
stricted, and the University moved into what was 
known as the “President’s House,” at Ninth and 
Chestnut. This dwelling had been erected by the 
State of Pennsylvania for the Presidents of the 


U. of P. News Bureau 


United States in anticipation of Philadelphia re- 
maining the national capitol. The University ex- 
tended this edifice and later replaced it with two 
buildings on the same site. 

About 1870 it became apparent that if growth 
was to continue, another move would have to be 
made. Land on which the school now stands be- 
longed to the city. Favorable terms of purchase 
were agreed upon, and in 1871 the cornerstone 
of the first building was laid, which was named 
College Hall. 

In 1904, Medical Hall, one of the four original 
buildings, was vacated by the medical school. It 
was renamed Logan Hall in honor of James 
Logan, one of the founders of the University, and 
forthwith became the home of the Wharton 
School which, until that time, had been housed 


in College Hall.

The exterior of Logan Hall is practically the 
same as when built in 1874. Two fires, one in 
1888 and one in 1919, did considerable damage 
to the interior. After the fire of 1919 it was 
decided that it would be cheaper to do a complete 
rebuilding of the interior rather than erect a new 
building on the vacant lot west of 36th Street and 
north of Woodland Avenue which had been re- 
served for that purpose. Present plans are that a 
new Wharton School will rise on this plot of 
ground within the very near future. 

The project for the founding of a School of 
Finance and Economy was submitted to the Uni- 
versity trustees March 21, 1881 by Joseph Whar- 
ton, a successful business man of that period. It 
was started that year, the first school of its kind 
in the country, with one full time professor of 
Political Economy, one part-time instructor of 
Accounting, and thirteen students. Not until 


1898 were similar schools established by the Uni- 
versities of Chicago and California. 

Facilities were extended to include evening 
school students in 1904, and in 1913 the Exten- 
sion School was established. The remarkable 
growth of the Wharton School, in faculty and 
enrollment, dates from 1912 when it was sepa- 
rated from the college and given its own Dean. 
The original curriculum has been expanded so 
that today all phases of business activity are 
taught. Today, the day students number about 
2500, and evening students about 3400. 

If the founders of our University, and of the 
Wharton School were to return at this moment, 
they would no doubt be amazed at its growth. 
Those of us graduating today will probably be 
amazed at future changes, which at present are 
in the planning state, but with the execution 
stage not far off. 
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Routine was soon established with 
Lecture Hour and Quiz Sections 
either early or late. While some sub- 
jects required intensive preparation, 
others stressed class work. Some pro- 
fessors were fond of the ten minute 
quiz, and Accounting courses special- 
ized in long and detailed term prob- 
lems called “Practice Sets.” Neither 
will any of us soon forget the True- 
False quizzes ore Dr Parker a ot 
that memorized four-page outline on 
Business Cycles. 
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Every new term necessitated the get- 
ting of room rosters pictured on the 
left. Usually the first two sessions as- 
signed only a light study burden, and 
some time was devoted to the reading 
of notices concerning payment of fees 
and the evil consequences awaiting 
those who did not pay. To enter class 
the second evening, it was necessary 
to have a stamped matriculation card. 
Did you ever fail to have it?

Examinations formed an important 
part of everyone’s term grade, to- 
gether with the homework, classwork, 
and quizzes. For those who were dili- 
gent enough to earn them, exemptions 
from finals could be obtained. After 
the final examination had been held, 
term grades were posted on the vari- 
ous bulletin boards. Some students 
were pleasantly surprised at these re- 
sults, and others . . . well, look at the 
adjacent picture and you will see what 
we mean!

Evening School provided opportuni- 
ties for other activities aside from 
studies. Because of the limitations of 
time and the press of other responsi- 
bilities, many of us could not partici- 
pate in any affairs offered to us. 
However, among the most popular of 
these was sleeping during lecture. 
Probably each one of us has engaged 
in this common bond of fellowship, or 
at least been sorely tempted to do so. 


While many of us took advantage of 
the special student rates to cheer the 
various university teams in action, 
actual participation in athletics for 
evening students was limited to our 
Basketball Team. During the winter 
months of the year, games were held 
in Hutchinson Gymnasium on nearly 
every Saturday afternoon. Opposition 
was provided by teams from other 
evening schools, business colleges and 
military bases, with keen competition 
in evidence. 


Sometime during their years at the 
University, most students have at- 
tended at least one of the many 
dances sponsored by the Evening 
School Association held in Bennett 
Hall. These four social affairs every 
school year were free*to all E. S. A. 
card holders. Music was always pro- 
vided by a “live” orchestra, and the 
favors or door prizes made memorable 
keepsakes. The dance on May 13, 
1950, honored our Class, remember? 
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According to Webster, a university is “an 
assemblage of colleges or incorporated institu- 
tions for instruction in the higher branches of 
art, science, etc., and empowered to confer de- 
grees in the several arts and faculties.” Although 
originally founded as a Charity School which 
was succeeded by the Academy, Pennsylvania 
received its charter in 1779 from the State 
Legislature making it the first institution in the 
country to be officially designated as a university. 


The affairs of the university are entrusted to 
the Trustees and the executive officers. The 
offices of the President, Vice-President, Provost, 
and various Deans are located in College Hall 
while those of the Trustees are at their respective 
places of business. Because of varied interests 
of the individual colleges and departments, duties 
of the officers are divided on a committee and 
individual basis under the general dircetion of 
the President. Biggest jobs of all are the handling 
of the University property which was valued on 
June 30, 1946 at $37,308,528, and the expansion 
program now being undertaken. Although the 
undergraduate is apt to feel that his tuition 
payments pay for his education, the University 
receives its largest source of return from its 
endowment funds which totaled $31,000,000 in 
1947. The State of Pennsylvania also contributes 
biennially towards the expenses of the University. 


To assure satisfactory standards of the Faculty, 
a committee has been appointed, called “The 





Faculty Personal Committee” which considers 
all appointments to the staff. Other committees 
attend to the maintenance of an adequate cur- 
riculum, acting thru the various deans and 
directors. 


Many of the students who have attended the 
University during the years of our undergraduate 
days have been veterans of World War II and 
received their tuition and other benefits from 
the Federal Government. The handling of such 
matters has been a difficult problem for the ad- 
ministrative forces of the University. During 
the years immediately following the termination 
of hostilities, the influx of veterans were handled 
by the regular staffs of the various colleges and 
schools of the University, and many delays and 
misunderstandings arose due to the “red tape” 
involved. Due to the work of Mr. George A. 
MacFarland and the Veterans Advisory Counsel 
which was established by the officers, a veterans 
contact ofhce has been founded and the obtaining 
of letters of eligibility, the approval of tuition 
and supply bills, and the solving of veterans 
problems has been greatly facilitated. 


We have tried to point out some of the activ- 
ities of the administrative officers of our alma 
mater. You too can have an active part in the 
administration by joining in with the Alumni 
Association in its many activities aimed at pro- 
viding a bigger and better University for the 


future.

In the Evening School, the various courses of 
study are limited to the elements of the important 
fundamental principles underlying every business. 
While the descriptive titles of the various subjects 
do not change frequently, the context of any 
given course reflects the constant altering of the 
academic pedagogy to explain and clarify condi- 
tions currently existing in the business world. It 
will be well for us also to be guided by this 
principle and recognize that education does not 
cease with graduation, but is a continuing process 
throughout our entire life. 

To assure a rounded background, each of us 
has taken the four basic courses of Accounting 
Fundamentals, Commercial Law, Markets and 
Prices, and Money and Credit.

Many acquaintances have been made during the 
years of association in class and corridor; these per’ 
sonal contacts should be maintained. Those with 
whom our evenings have been spent came with a 
unity of purpose, to improve their ability to cope 
with the problems that are yet to come. Each one’s 
doing so of his own free will marks him with a char- 
acter which will make his a lasting and cherished 
friendship. This opportunity should not be wasted. 

Our education should have pointed out a way of 
living, a way of doing things, which will enable us 
to take our place under the sun. Our duties should 
be performed today as though there would be no 
tomorrow. Loose ends should not be allowed to lie 
around to trip us on tomorrow’s road to success. 
Planning is required to do these things, but it should 
come easy after our years of practice in getting 
classes and home assignments into already crowded 
lives. To have lived fully under such a schedule re- 
quired thorough planning to get the most out of 
every waking hour. 

Those who have gained the most from the years 
spent in the Evening School are, quite naturally, 


the ones who have put in the most. They are the 
ones who engaged in such extracurricular activities 
as THE LANTERN staff, the Evening School Associ- 
ation, and the class officers. They came early, left 
late, and obtained valuable experience from the addi- 
tional effort. By dealing with others, doing things, 
and getting things done, each has proven his ability. 
Although their scholastic standings probably were 
affected very little, such a disadvantage would have 
been outweighed by the benefits. To those who will 
some day go into business for themselves, this experi- 
ence has given a great asset, self confidence and self 
reliance. The ones who will be seeking advancement 
-hrough either a new position or a promotion have 
received the equally important asset of proven ability 
which is looked for by so many employers. 

This may appear to be a strange message to give 
to a graduating class, but the lesson is there. Al- 
though school days are over for most of us, many 
Opportunities exist in everyday life from which equal 
experience may be gained. There are clubs, veterans’ 
organizations, business associations, and the like 
whose activities must be run. We who have been 
devoting our spare hours to self improvement could 
well use that time now to being the ones who will 
do the directing. Besides gaining that experience and 
performing a valuable service, we will be establishing 
ourselves in the eyes of the members of the com- 
munity. 

This is our golden opportunity. We must take 
advantage of these lessons to live our lives to the 
fullest. As each minute ticks off, it is gone forever 
and must be made to serve its purpose, to bring each 
of us a little closer to that goal of success.

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To THE UNITED STATES 


As a class at the University, we come from 
different backgrounds and proceed after gradua- 
tion each toward his own goal. Before closing our 
yearbook, let us consider what has brought us 
together, what broad overall principles we have 
had presented to us, and to what purpose we can 


dedicate our education. 


The motivations which led us to Logan Hall 
were many and varied. Some considered education 
as a stepping stone to increased earning capacity; 
others wished to achieve the prestige which comes 
with higher education; a few have followed 
courses for the purely academic desire to increase 
their knowledge. Regardless of individual incen- 
tives, we all received collateral benefits. Knowl- 
edge is a prelude to better living. In a democratic 
form of society, where the free action of the 
individuals determines the course of that society, 
it follows that with knowledge and understanding 


come the responsibilities of useful citizenship. 


Only by making the most of our talents and edu- 


cation can we achieve for ourselves and our 


society the best possible standard of living. 


Our studies at the University have been more 
than just a brief guide to the technique and 
mechanics of a particular subject matter. Rather, 
they have presented the underlying philosophy of 
our democratic system of government. In the 


courses of Economics, we can see by looking at 


the overall picture, the place of the “Price 
System,” how its effect on supply and demand of 
various commodities and services intimately 
touches every individual, and also how the action 
of the free individual can affect the system. Our 
study of Business Law has shown us the various 
phases of both statutory and common law with 
its emphasis on the individual and his rights, par- 
ticularly through the courts of equity. 


In a democracy, the individual plays the im- 
portant part. Everyone contributes through his 
vote, his taxes, and his service to the community. 
This matter of service is one that many citizens 
are apt to ignore or shirk. Good government is 
based upon understanding leadership. Truly edu- 
cated citizens can contribute most by utilizing 
their understanding in active leadership. There is 
no guide, however, which can tell the individual 
just where his service and leadership can be most 
effective or where they are most needed. The 
great men of our nation have all been faced with 
this same problem, but they have come forth to 


guide, counsel and inspire. 


With the recognition that each of us as an 
individual has the opportunity to influence our 
associates, our nation, and our world, let us take 
up the burden of the pressing problems that we 
face today and offer, as the class of 1950, our 


training—a dedication in service to our nation.
